Wisconsin  State  42nd  Assembly  District  Representative  Ben  Brancel  (R-Endeavor),  at  left,  visited  the  Field 
Day  operating  site  of  the  Yellow  Thunder  Amateur  Radio  Club  to  observe  radio  amateurs  operating  stations 
independent  of  commercial  power  and  under  conditions  which  often  follow  disasters.  Rep.  Brancel  asked 
questions  about  Amateur  Radio  in  general,  and  emergency  communications  in  particular,  to  learn  how 
restrictive  tower  ordinances  will  adversely  affect  radio  amateurs'  emergency  communications  capabilities. 
Among  those  at  the  site  answering  Rep.  Brancel's  questions  and  providing  him  with  technical  information 
were  former  ARRL  Section  Communications  Manager  and  former  Central  Division  ARRL  Director  Ken 
Ebneter,  K9EN,  center,  and  a  visiting  amateur  at  right.  The  visitor,  Robert  Madson,  N9QXM,  is  from  Racine 
county,  where  an  unduly  restrictive  ordinance  was  approved  33-0  by  that  county's  board  of  supervisors 
early  this  year;  Madson  spoke  with  Rep.  Brancel  about  the  Racine  county  tower  law.  That  ordinance,  which 
most  likely  does  not  conform  to  the  "reasonable  accommodation"  provision  of  the  FCC's  PRB-1  Doctrine 
of  Federal  Preemption,  and  which  limits  amateurs'  ability  to  perform  emergency  communications  work,  may 
be  modified  by  the  Racine  county  board,  according  to  Bob  Jensen,  W0WLN.  Please  see  the  story  at  right.

Most  Radio  Amateurs  cringe  when  they  hear  of 
the  threat  of  a  local  government’s  plans  to  restrict 
tower  or  antenna  height.  Recently,  the  BSSS  Editor, 
K9ZZ,  had  a  phone  conversation  with  David  Sum¬ 
ner,  K1ZZ,  our  ARRL  Executive  Vice  President, 
on  this  very  subject.  David  says,  "It’s  important  to 
get  the  word  out  and  work  together  at  the  state  level 
when  there’s  talk  of  potential  effects  on  Amateur 
Radio  from  tower  restrictions."  What  Dave  suggests 
is  that  in  Wisconsin  we  must  continue  to  discuss 
such  situations  with  other  amateurs,  especially  at 
local  club  meetings.  Heading  off  potentially  limiting 
government  actions  is  critically  important  to  all 
amateurs. 

Fortunately,  a  reassuring  resource  is  available 
through  our  ARRL  State  Government  Liaison 
(SGL)  Verne  Teske,  W9RYA,  3260  Carol  Court, 
Oak  Creek,  WI  53154.  Verne  is  cognizant  of 
Wisconsin  legislative  proposals  which  could  conflict 
with  Amateur  Radio  and  is  a  strong  supporter  of 
Amateur  Radio  and  an  active  member  of  both  the 
ARRL  and  the  South  Milwaukee  RAC. 

An  SGL  collects  information  about  local  and 
state  regulations  affecting  Amateur  Radio  and  works 
with  the  assistance  of  other  ARRL  members  toward 
assuring  that  the  ordinances  are  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  both  society  and  of  the  Amateur  Radio 
Service.  The  SGL  guides,  encourages  and  supports 
ARRL  members  in  representing  the  interests  of 
Amateur  Radio  Service  at  all  levels. 

Verne  is  working  with  his  friend.  State  Repre¬ 
sentative  Richard  Grobschmidt,  to  prevent  unduly 
restrictive  ordinances  for  amateur  radio  towers.

FOR  MOST  EXAMINATIONS: 

Be  sure  to  check  with  sponsors  in  the  event 
there  are  changes  and/or  errors  in  the  dates  or 
information  given. 

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  290  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.75  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 
their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

Federal  Legislation  Moves  Forward 


ARRL’s  House  of  Representatives  Joint  Resolu¬ 
tion  199  passed  a  major  hurdle  when  key  provisions 
were  included  in  H.R.  4522,  the  FCC  Authorization 
Act  of  1994,  during  markup  by  the  Telecommunica¬ 
tions  Subcommittee  of  the  House  Energy  and 
Commerce  Committee  on  July  14.  Sponsored  by 
Rep.  Mike  Kreidler  (D-WA),  H.J.  199  earlier 
gained  245  other  Congressional  co-sponsors  as  a 
result  of  hard  work  by  the  Amateur  community. 

The  next  step  is  action  by  the  full  Energy 
Commerce  Committee,  and  then  consideration  on 
the  floor  of  the  House.  Companion  legislation 
awaits  action  by  the  Senate  Commerce  Committee. 
If  the  Senate  bill  differs  from  the  House  bill,  an 
additional  conference  committee  decision  might  be 
necessary  before  floor  action. 

The  bill  urges  the  FCC  to  "continue  and  en¬ 
hance  the  development  of  amateur  radio  as  a  public 
benefit  by  adopting  rules  and  regulations  encourag¬ 
ing  the  use  of  new  technologies,"  and  urges  the 
Commission  to  make  "reasonable  accommodations 
for  the  effective  operation  of  amateur  radio  from 
residences,  private  vehicles  and  public  areas,"  and 
urges  "all  levels  of  government"  to  facilitate  Ama¬ 


teur  Radio  as  a  public  benefit. 

The  bill  provides  for  a  one  time  "vanity"  call 
sign  fee  of  150  dollar(s).  The  previous  "annual  fee" 
provision  was  deleted  in  favor  of  a  one  time  appli¬ 
cation  charge,  staving  off  the  threat  of  an  annual  fee 
for  all  amateurs.  In  addition,  ARRL  lobbied  to 
ensure  that  the  fees  go  to  FCC  rather  than  the 
Treasury. 

The  one  time  fee  was  a  calculated  decision.  As 
a  result  of  concern  on  Capitol  Hill  about  deficit 
reduction,  new  bills  must  be  "scored"  by  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Budget  Office  to  determine  budgetary 
impact.  A  bill  stands  a  better  chance  of  passing  if 
the  Congressional  Budget  Office  rules  that  it  won’t 
be  an  additional  burden  on  taxpayers.  ARRL 
supported  the  150  dollar(s)  amount  since  it  would 
generate  sufficient  revenue  to  offset  new  costs  to 
FCC  and  would  meet  the  "revenue  neutral"  crite¬ 
rion,  without  imposing  any  new  fees  on  amateurs 
who  keep  their  present  call  signs  or  who  receive 
new  ones  issued  routinely.

Codifying  into  Wisconsin  law  the  Federal  Law 
PRB-1,  which  recognizes  the  need  for  Amateurs  to 
have  antennas,  is  another  item  under  consideration. 

First,  Verne  suggests  that  amateurs  avoid 
antagonizing  good  neighbors,  such  as  by  having 
towers  too  close  to  lot  lines  or  beam  elements  that 
rotate  over  the  neighbor’s  swimming  pool.  "Get  the 
whole  picture,  both  sides,"  of  a  problem,  says 
Verne. 

Next,  W9RYA  is  aware  of  the  progress  of 
situations  in  West  Allis  (through  the  West  Allis 
RAC  and  W9YCV),  Racine  (see  article  in  BSSS 
February,  1994,  page  9  by  Bob  Jensen,  W0WLN), 
and  Mukwonago.  Verne  says,  "It’s  helpful  to  work 
directly  with  a  city  Council  member  or  through  a 
state  representative." 

Finally,  "We  need  to  continue  gathering  infor¬ 
mation,  and  then  have  a  meeting  to  do  some  plan¬ 
ning."

The  Amateur  Radio  News  Service,  ARNS, 
has  what  I  would  call  their  annual  editor’s 
bakeoff  where  ARNS  judges  taste  club  newslet¬ 
ters  for  the  sweetest  flavors  of  writing  skill  and 
reader  impact.

They  sort  them  out  by  giving 
points  for:  attractiveness,  variety,  usefulness  of 
a  learning  tool,  information  on  club  activities, 
technical  or  operating  articles,  puzzles,  humor, 
correct  spelling  and  grammar,  consistent  and 
good  appearance,  ideas  that  encourage  club 
member  involvement  in  writing  and  for  car¬ 
toons. 

Les  Peterson,  W9YCV  of  Greenfield,  was 
awarded  the  "excellent"  rating  for  his  editor 
work  for  both  of  the  past  two  years.  But  this 
year  he  achieved  "superior."  Les  is  proud  to  get

nobody  is  perfect!).  Les  has  been  editor  of  the 
monthly  WARAC  newsletter  Hamtrix  since

Look  at  That  License 


Amateurs  receiving  new  or  modified  FCC 
licenses  after  June  8,  1994,  should  carefully  note 
their  expiration  date.  Only  new,  first  licenses  or 
specific  renewals  have  a  full  10-year  term.  Amateur 
license  upgrades,  changes  of  address,  call  sign,  or 
name,  are  processed  with  the  original  expiration 
date  intact.  That  is,  they  are  not  automatically 
extended  for  10  years. 

The  FCC,  using  new  computer  software  recently 
installed,  is  processing  amateur  licenses  in  this 
manner  to  conform  with  to  the  way  in  which  it 
processes  all  other  Private  Radio  Service  licenses. 

The  FCC  currently  recommends  that  amateurs 
submit  license  renewal  applications  60  to  90  days 
before  their  expiration  date.  The  Commission  said 
it  intends  eventually  to  mail  license  expiration 
notices  to  amateurs. 

In  the  meantime,  the  ARRL  is  sending  license 
expiration  notices  to  ARRL  members,  along  with  an 
FCC  Form  610  and  a  return  envelope  to  the  FCC’s 
licensing  division  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania.

12.  On  board  was  an  HF  special  event  station, 
operating  on  20  and  40  meters.  The  operation  was 
a  learning  experience,  since  it  was  the  first  attempt 
at  HF  work  from  the  train  in  28  years.  We  learned, 
all  right!

The  low  contact  total  was  probably  due 
mostly  to  the  antenna  configuration;  it  was  too  low, 
putting  the  maximum  radiated  signal  very  close  to 
a  mass  of  metal  of  objects.  On  day  two,  the  rig 
developed  problems  on  20  meters,  but  not  until 
after  we  worked  a  mobile  in  Hawaii  and  a  number 
of  others  on  20.  40  meters  wasn’t  very  useful  at  all. 
We’ll  carry  a  full  story  in  the  September  issue  of 
Badger  State  Smoke  Signals.

For  about  the  past  fifteen  years  or  so,  I  have 
been  involved  in  low-frequency  (LF)  radio,  mostly 
as  a  listener  and  experimenter.  I  was  delighted 
when  Jim,  K9ZZ,  asked  me  to  write  an  article  on 
the  subject  for  the  Smoke  Signals. 

Perhaps  the  best  place  to  start  is  with  a  brief 
look  at  the  spectrum  below  500  kHz.  There  really 
are  things  happening  down  there! 

500  kHz  down  to  about  200  kHz  is  generally 
called  the  LF  band.  The  band  labels  which  I  use  in 
this  article  may  not  agree  with  other  articles  you 
have  read,  since  the  divisions  are  at  best  a  bit 
vague.  In  this  band  one  finds  beacons,  mostly  used 
for  air  and  marine  navigation.  In  Europe,  there  is  a 
broadcast  band,  and  some  Lowfers  (the  name  used 
to  describe  low  frequency  enthusiasts)  on  the  east 
coast  occasionally  report  hearing  some  of  these 
stations. 

From  about  200  kHz  down  to  about  50  kHz  is 
the  VLF  band  in  which  the  1750  meter  "Experi¬ 
menters  Band"  resides.  The  FCC  set  aside  the  160 
KHz  to  190  kHz  segment  of  this  band  for  unli¬ 
censed  low  power  experimentation.  One  may 
transmit  1  watt  on  an  antenna  which  is  no  longer 
then  15  meters.  This  is  a  shared  band  with  the 
military.  This  band  is  not  an  Amateur  Radio  band, 
but  many  who  ply  it  are  hams.  Other  major  fre¬ 
quencies  of  interest  in  this  portion  of  the  spectrum 
are  100  kHz,  LORAN,  and  60  kHz,  WWVB,  both 
of  which  make  very  good  frequency  standards. 

There  was  a  series  of  articles  beginning  in 
January  of  this  year  in  73  which  dealt  with  using 
WWVB  as  a  frequency  standard.  There  are  also 
other  time  standard  stations  in  this  frequency  range. 

The  ULF  and/or  ELF  band  begins  at  about  50 
kHz  and  goes  down  t  j  some  point  as  yet  undeter¬ 
mined.  This  is  the  realm  of  whistler  hunters, 
NASA,  a  few  frequency  standard  stations,  cave 
radios,  project  Sanguine  -  Seafarer,  and  a  few 
experimenter  beacons.  Whistler  hunters  listen  to  and 
study  the  changes  in  sound  produced  by  lightning  as 
it  echoes  back  and  forth  between  the  North  and 
South  hemispheres.  On  a  recent  space  shuttle  trip, 
NASA  experimented  with  a  virtual  ULF  antenna 
with  which  whistler  hunters  cooperated.  Since  low 
frequency  radio  will  penetrate  rock  and  salt  water, 
some  spelunkers  have  taken  radios  into  caves  to 
communicate  with  the  surface,  and  of  course  there 
is  Project  Sanguine  -  Seafarer  at  Clam  Lake,  Wis¬ 
consin,  which  operates  at  about  70  Hz.  The  author¬ 
ity  of  the  FCC  to  regulate  RF  emissions  ends  at  900 
Hz,  which  means  that  there  is  another  area  for 
experimenting  below  this  frequency,  and  some  do 
experiment,  mostly  around  800  Hz. 

Over  the  years,  a  few  articles  about  low  fre¬ 
quency  radio  have  appeared  in  the  ham  magazines, 
one  of  which  I  have  already  mentioned.  Another 
article  of  real  interest  appeared  in  the  April,  1994 
issue  of  QST,  page  26ff.  titled  "Build  your  Own 
Lowfer  Transceiver."  As  a  quick  critique  of  the 
article,  I  would  say  that  it  looks  good  to  me, 
particularly  because  I  am  working  on  a  receiver 
which  is  similar  to  the  receiver  portion  of  the 
transceiver.  This  is  a  good  article  to  read  even  if 
you  are  not  particularly  interested  in  the  1750  meter 

band.  A  book  which  I  would  recommend  is  one  of 
Ken  Cornell  W2IMB’s  "Scrapbooks".  I  do  not 
know  if  he  has  one  in  print  at  this  time  but  you  may 
wish  to  write  to  him  and  find  out  (be  sure  you  send 
an  SASE). 

The  Longwave  Club  of  America  is  one  of  the 
major  clubs  and  its  organ  is  die  Lowdown,  which  is 
a  monthly  newsletter  containing:  articles,  loggings, 
projects  to  build,  and  perhaps  an  advertisement  or 

two.  Membership  and  the  newsletter  are  $1 8/yr.

I  would  be  happy  to  talk  with  anyone  on  this 
subject.

Package  Gets  Slow  Rise,  Very  Rapid  Descent

THREE  CASTLES  AIRPARK  -  HILLSBORO  - 1  arrived  at  the  airfield, 
which  looked  to  be  a  private  strip  in  someone’s  back  yard,  in  time  to  see  Joe 
Mayenschein,  WB9SBD,  take  a  styrofoam  package  that  was  painted  fluorescent 
red  out  of  his  vehicle  and  set  it  on  the  ground. 

Inside  this  innocuous-looking  container  was  a  35mm  still  camera  that  would 
take  an  exposure  every  ten  minutes,  a  camcorder  aimed  horizontally  at  a  rotatable 
mirror  mounted  on  the  outside  of  the  package  to  view  the  ground,  plus  all  of  the 
electronics. 

Tim  Tomcjanovich,  K9SB,  Elgin,  IL,  supplied  the  ATV  portion  of  the 
package,  including  the  camcorder,  which  performed  flawlessly  all  the  way  to  the 
burst  point  of  86,395  feet  in  altitude.  Many  stations  from  several  states  reported 
receiving  video  from  the  package. 

Dave  Chesser,  KA9NHL,  DeKalb,  IL,  designed  and  installed  the  Global 
Positioning  system.  Using  an  Apple  computer  with  a  mapping  program  obtained 
from  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  he  was  able  to  track  the  balloon  via  latitude 
and  longitude  and  plot  the  track  on  the  computer.  He  then  could  print  out  a  hard 
copy  of  the  balloon  track.  It  also  transmitted  altitude  and  ground  speed  data, 
which  was  available  on  packet. 

Linda,  KA9WDG,  Dave’s  XYL,  manned  the  computer  on  the  ground,  while 
Dave  and  I  chased  the  balloon  via  automobile,  using  a  laptop  computer  hooked 
up  to  a  modem  through  his  mobile  rig. 

The  chase  went  fine  until  the  alternator  in  Dave’s  car  decided  to  pull  a 
"Murphy"  and  quit  charging.  We  discovered  that  at  eight  volts  of  battery,  the

electronic  dashboard  goes  dark.  We  ended  up  at  a  truck  stop  on  the  interstate  and 
highway  80  outside  New  Lisbon  to  charge  the  battery  so  we  could  get  back  to  the 
airstrip. 

While  getting  the  battery  charged,  we  heard  the  report  that  the  balloon  had 
burst  and  was  tracked  in  its  fall  to  northeast  of  Elroy. 

Unfortunately,  the  parachute  did  not  deploy  and  the  package  crashed.  It  was 
found  a  few  days  later  but  so  far  there  has  been  no  report  as  to  how  much 
damage  was  done. 

The  entire  flight  lasted  about  two  and  a  half  hours  and  the  package’s  landing 
point  basically  tracked  to  the  northeast  to  circle  over  the  southwest  corner  of 
Castle  Rock  Lake  in  the  vicinity  of  Castle  Rock  Park.  □
